Promoter Profile 

After being at Double Dipped's latest part/ at Bagleys Film Studio's, we thought it would be of 
great interest to our readers to find out about the people who actually put on large dance music 
events! This is one of many in depth interviews with actual promoters that we will be conducting 
over the next few months. Here is the story of Gwen & Josh: 




Scene How long have you been putting on events? 

1)1) December 1991 saw over First event which was called "The Ravescene Party 1" which was a co-promotion. 

Scene Where does the name Double Dipped come from? 

1)1) If you don't know the answer to that one - you shouldn't be asking! (We all laugh.) For those that know the real 

meaning - great; for those that don't we suggest you ask your friends! The reason we used the name was because 
we found it amusing & when we put out a special flyer with the name on, it meant a lot to a lot of people - it 
appealed to a certain type of people - proper ravers, rather than people who are involved with Booze & Garage. It 
was out own subtle way of picking our crowd! 

Scene You used to put out a magazine called "Ravescene"; was putting on your own events a logical step? 

1)1) Yes, as we was reviewing other promoters events we thought if we put on our own parties we would understand 

events more & therefore be able to do better reviews. 

Scene What is happening with Ravescene Magazine? 

1)1) Ravescene is still in effect; but we only put an issue together when their is something important to say. The reason we 

stopped doing it regularly was that it wasn't going the way we wanted - so we stopped doing it. 

Scene Going back to your events what's been your biggest event? 

1)1) It was held at Bagleys Film Studios on the August Bank Holiday Sunday 1994 with around 4,000 people in 

attendance. 

Scene What is your music policy? 

1)1) Anything goes, apart from the extremes, we play Techno & Trance, Uplifting Hardcore & Uplifting House Music 

in usually 3 arenas. We credit our partygoers with a bit more intelligence than other promoters might. When 
we put our line ups together we don't go out & book 6 top line DJ's - we actually theme our music policy 
around the time of year & book the DJs who feel will play the best for our punters, we also have a certain 
order in which they play, we hate the term "Happy Hardcore'; we don't like too much Jungle or Ragga - we 
mainly like proper stomping, hard music. 

Scene Why do you think your parties have been successful? 

Dl) Because of our music poficy & we keep our ticket prices reasonable. 

Scene What music do you personally listen to? 

1)1) We don't like Jungle, Garage or Gabba. Our favourite types of music are Uplifting House, Hardcore & Techno! 

Scene Do you get a lot of demo tapes through the post? 

1)1) We get about 20 tapes a week & we ao listen to all tapes from start to finish. If a tape is good we will contact 

the DJ & talk to them if we like them we will give them a booking. We feel a DJ's personality shines through in 
what music they play. If the DJ is a miserable bastard then it will show in his/her music or in the way he/she 
treats our crowd. Personally, we feel that there are not enough good DJ's out there! Any DJ's that would like to 
play for us ring Gwen or myself (Josh) on (0181) 523-7255 & we will give you an adaress to send your tape to! 

Scene What other promoters do you rate? 

Dl) Whirlegfg, Rezurection & Heifer Skelter are the main ones, but we give our upmost respect to any promoter 

who does something new & different within their event. 

Scene What's the best thing about putting on events? 

1)1) When people come to our party's & say they only listen to House music & end up in the Hardcore room all 

night! We like to unify our 3 types of music & would like to feel that our punters go for all 3 types of music, 
rather than just the House or Hardcore rooms. We also like doing it for The Scene, it's a good buzz for us 
when we walk around our own events & see people really enjoying themselves! 

Scene What's the worst thing? 

Dl) Having the highest highs & the lowest lows! (Enough said!) 

Scene What sort of people does Double Dipped attract to there parties? 

DD We attract a jot of students, as we do special deals on admission prices! We get cheesy ravery types & really 

dressed up clubby types. The best thing about our crowd is they are older 20+ upwards. 

Scene What are your plans for 1995? 

1)1) On the 3rd of February we are doing a weekly event at Bagleys Film Studios in London, it's going to be more 

interesting than any of our one offs. We are bringing in top DJs playing all types of House Music. We have 
also got some excellent live PA's. Every week the theme will be different, our main aim is to break down the 
snobbery between people in the Dance Music scene. We will be catering for all tastes & every week we will be 
putting in a maximum effort so the party is kicking every week! 

Scene Finally, your shouts? 

DD Lee, Elena, Kathy at Skullfish (the top production company), Turbo Promotions & any person who stands 

outside a club early in the morning giving out flyers in the freezing cold!

Record Label Profile 

This month's record lobe! profile is on a well known Essex organisation known as the S.U. 
Corporation, who not only release Hardcore & Jungle compilation albums, but are also 
involved in putting out a lot of Underground music including Garage & Techno music. 
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What’s your full name? 

Mark Ryder. 

When was Strictly Underground set up? 

We've been going for seven years. We set up the label at the end of 1987. 

Where does the name come from? 

When 1 first set up the label I did it with Dave Lee. At this time we were producing Hardcore, Techno & Garage 
music which was all on an underground tip! All our music has been Strictly Underground so we decided that was the 
best name! 

What was your 1 st release? 

The Masters of The Universe EP. Which sold around 20,000 copies. 

What was your best selling records to date? * 

Hackney Hardcore - Dance Hall Dangerous & M-D-M - Get Down were our best selling tunes which both sold over 
30,000 copies. 

Who influenced you musically from the start of your career? 

When I first started Malcolm McLarens - "Buffalo Girls" - because of the scratching & Steve "Silk " Hurleys - "Jack 
Your Body" were tunes that influenced me quite a lot. I was also influenced by Todd Terry. 

What other record labels do you rate? 

Any labels that are serious about the music they put out & any labels who are not jumping on the bandwagon. 

What do you think made your label successful? 

We are consistently underground, we don't pacifically follow the scene as it runs, sometimes we are not on the 
crucial tip, but we are consistent in what we do & we bel ieve in the music we make, this is what in our opinion 
makes us successful. 

Do you do any live PA's? 

We used to, but we stopped doing them as when you do a PA there is a lot of equipment to look after & we would 
rather rave than be on stage! 

Do you have a mailing list? 

Not any more as we felt that all the top DJ's were getting so many tunes through the post they found it easier to buy 
them from a record shop, so they got exactly what they wanted & they didn't have to shift through loads of tunes! 

We came to the conclusion that mailing lists were really for the people who couldn't be bothered to buy the tunes, 
so we thought if they can't be bothered to buy the tunes, should we really be sending them, so we knocked it on the 
head! 

A lot of people thing Dubplates are being played too long before they are released, what are your views on this? 

We don't do Dub-Plates, as we think it's a total load of bollocks! A key number of DJ's get Dub-Plates this is mainly 
the reason some of them are so big! It's too much of a kiss arse thing. 

What's the connection between the S.U. Corporation & Strictly Underground Records? 

S.U. Corporation was set up in 1991 as we wanted to get rave music to more people at a price that's more 
accessible to the new generation of raver's. So we set up Strictly Hardcore Records & put 10 to 12 tracks on mini 
albu ms. The company has grown so big that we've put it under a corporate banner which now owns Strictly 
Underground which put's out singles & strictly hardcore which put's out compilations! 

How deeply are you involved within the underground scene? 

We are not just out to make money! We believe in the scene that we are in & obviously we are making money, but 
we are keeping a low profile & part of our success is that we invest our profits back into the scene. We put on two 
raves a month - Hardcore Hellraiser & Jungle Bass which both take place in Essex & they are both busy. We are 
also involved with 2 pirate radio station which we will not name - due to obvious reasons. 

What are your plans for the future? 

Just to be successful at what we enjoy & to keep a low profile within the scene. 

Finally, your shouts? 

Everyone that knows me! I also send respect out to anyone who respects the scene - especially the pirate radio 
stations: Unity, Pulse, Eruption, Kool FM & any we've missed - they are out there doing it purely because they love 
playing music! A massive shout out to all the people who have supported us over the years!

We have gone to great lengths to find out that DJ Rap has the hot's for Mel Gibson & she likes 
playing Mortal Kombat on her Sega Megadrive! All important information which other magazines 
forget to include in their DJ interviews! 
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What's your real name & age? 

My real name is Charissa & I'm 26 years old. 

Where does the name DJ Rap come from? 

Originally I was going to call myself DJ Rhythm. The reasons for me calling myself DJ Rap was that when I first 
started playing, I played the hardest in Hardcore rhythms which at the time was fairly close to Hip-Hop or Rap 
music, I also used to be a rapper & rapped with a guy called Jeoff "B". 

What was your first experience of Rave music? 

My first experience was at a club in Wallace Rd, Hackney which was in a dusty little barn with Grooverider & 

Fabio playing there every week - absolutely wicked! 

What DJ's inspired you to start DJ-ing? 

The first DJ's that inspired me was a duo known as Dem2 - they were a wicked couple of DJ's, but for some reason 
gave up! At the time they were dropping Shut Up & Dance Accetates. I really got into the music which made me 
realise that I wanted to take DJ-ing up as a career. Then, after getting on a lot of flyers DJ's like Fabio, Jumping Jack 
Frost, Grooverider, & L.T.J. Bukem started to inspire me. It still buzzes me up now when I see my name on flyers 
alongside these top DJ's! 

Where was your first play? 

It was for Phantasy FM at a pub called The Amhurst Arms in Hackney, about 2,000 people turned up, which was 
quite funny as the pub only held 400 people. 

What was your biggest break? 

Brett & Kenny gave me my first big break at Telepathy. After that I got a job playing in the Keith Moon Bar at The 
Astoria. A guy came up to me & asked me what I thought of the Keith Moon Bar? I told him "It was shit!" - he then 
asked me why? I told him "This equipment is crap, it's hard to work with", which prompted him into saying "Well, 
it's only for the girls". We started arguing & then I realised this guv was one of the promoters! (How embarrassing!} I 
then asked him to give me a spot in the main arena. That night Faoio didn't turn up & he let me play Fabio's set. I 
then became good mates with Jake {who was the guy I argued with!) & became a resident DJ for The Crazy Club at 
The Astoria.

A few years ago, you lost most of your bookings in London, can you tell us about that? 

I was playing at a rave & dropped a popular tune at the time "Mr Kirk Your Son Is Dead". Someone had actually 
died in that rave & I was accused of playing it deliberately! I lost all my bookings in London & everyone I was 

saying vour the DJ no one likes! I am a very nice person, I would not have played that record if I had 
>ne haa died at that party! I then joined Groove Connection & started playing up north. I played at The 
Eclipse, Coventry & after that the bookings just flooded in. The first promoter to book me back in London was Funki 
from Elevation - he put me back on the map in London. 

What music do you play in your set? 

When I first started DJ-ing I played Happy Hardcore, now I play a mixture of Hardcore, Jungle & Drum & Bass! The 
reason for this is it is too easy to play the same 20 records & know you will get a good crowd response. DJ's who 
play a set of the same records everywhere they go - lose respect from all the other DJ's - that is why I changed the 
way I play - so I earnt proper respect! 

What is your opinion of MC's over your set? 

I like an MC to introduce me & talk in between certain gaps to compliment the music. MC GG in my opinion is the 
only good MC out there! Why do MC's chat over Ragga lyrics? The quy's doinq the talkinq on the vinyl - this is 
when you should shut up! X 

Have you done any radio work? 

! ve played on Kiss FM before, but I stopped doing my show as they were very sexist in there attitude towards me! I 
personally think they are unoriginal & do not support the scene at all! When the scene got big they seemed to have 

jumped on the bangwagon! I feel that too many politics seem to be creeping into the scene which is affecting the 
scene quite drastica ly! 

How long have you been playing out? 

About 5 years in total. 

What other DJ's do you rate? 


L.T.J. Bukem, Doc Scott, Grooverider, Fabio, Jumping Jack Frost & Randall are may fav's! 

Who are you favourite promoters to work for? 

All of them, but Funki from Elevation is my favourite! 

Tell us about your Record label 'Proper Talent'? 

I have made music for other labels & I've been ripped off left, right & centre, that is why I started up my own label 
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Proper Talent'. A massive shout has to be made to Phil & Lance from Vinyl Distribution who helped me set up my 
label! I only do music for DJ recordings who are a very good record label other than my own label. The main reason 
for having my own label is I can put out whatever I want to. I've been working on an album which is soon to be 
released on 'Proper Talent' - it's for when you come home & you want to listen to something really good & sexy, it's 
got all the elements of the rave except the hard & nasty bits! Look out for that! 

What's been your best selling tune to date? 

Spiritual Aura sold over 7 1 2 thousand copies, that's been the biggest to date! Intelligent Woman is selling very well 
& may oversell Spiritual Aura! 

Is it hard being a lady DJ? 

Well, my tit's get in the way now & again! (Rap laughs) - the hardest thing for any lady D J is when they are on 
their periods it's very hard to mix! 

Where do you buy your records from? 

I get a lot sent through the post! Other than that l go to Lucky Spin, Blackmarket & The Record Basement. If I heard a 
DJ play a good dub-plate when I'm out I normally try & get one cut! 

What's been your most funniest moment as a DJ? 

I was playing at Elevation, I came off the decks & got on one! About an hour later Funki's asked me to play as Fabio 
was late! I played the same record three times, people were saying to me "You've played that already!" My reply 
was "Yeah, l like it" - I was so thankful when Fabio turned up! 

What's the best thing about being a DJ? 

The best thing is when you play a record & you touch someone! Worth it! Worth it! 

What's the worst thing about being a DJ? 

No love life! People fancy you, but you don't know who! I need to meet a deep intelligent person as being a DJ is 
quite lonely - I only have a few real friends. (If you look like Mel Gibson & you drink Toads of champagne send us a 
photo - c/o The Scene Magazine & we will pass it on! Who knows you might get a chance to wine & dine DJ Rap). I 
think the worst thing has to be walking into an event & there's no vibe in there! 

What was your previous job to becoming a DJ? 

I used to be a dancer, & I wore white gloves! (We all laugh!). My first dancing job was at a pub in Peckham called 
"The Droves" - I used to dance on the ceiling in a swimming costume & believe me it was fucking freezing! All the 
money I used to earn I spent on going out raving! (Watch out for DJ Rap dancing on a ceiling near you! Hey! Hey! 
Hey!) 

What are your current views on the scene? 

Very good at the moment! The only complaint is some of the punters don't seem to appreciate certain DJs styles of 
music! DJs like Fabio & L.T.J. Bukem should be on more flyers! I can play intelligent, happy or jump up - when I 
play out l have to play like "A Top Ten" - as everywhere I play want's the same music policy. I'm not in a position 
like other DJ's where I can play what I want! If I actually played intelligent which is my favourite style of music I'd 
lose all my bookings! 

If anyone wants to book you how would they go about it? 

I deal with my own bookings so if you would like to book me call me on (0860) 466493. 

What are your plans for the future? 

I'm going to do my best & play as many good sets as I can! I'm going to try to make people happy & I want 
everyone to go out & have a good time & bring back some of the old vibes! I also want to give up DJ-ing soon & 
progress in my producing career which is what I really want! (We've just started up an Indie Rock band & we are 
finding it very hard to think up a good name if anyone can think up a name for our band I will give them a copy of 
Intelligent Woman & The Forthcoming LP coming out on 'Proper Talent'.) Send your band name to DJ Rap

deserves the reputation it has acquired. Its popularity has attracted clubbers from 
far and wide, which has resulted in C.C. being nominated for the I.D.A. Club of 
the Year Award, Mixmag 5-Star Clubbing Guide and The Guardian Top 10 
Clubs. 2 months ago, C.C. was featured on BPM — the I TV dance music pro¬ 
gramme and on Sept 30th they were asked to take over the main room and V.I.P. 
lounge at Ministry of Sound - a night which the Ministry claimed was "one of the 
best nights we've had in ages," promoting the internationally acclaimed club to 
ask C.C. to repeat the success only 2 months later. * 

Darren Emerson, Justin Robertson, Fabio Paras, The Dust Brothers, John Kelly, 
Jeremy Healy are among the top DJ's who played at C.C. , and in the case of 


Andy Weatherall, Jon Pleased Wimmin, Billy Nasty and Rad Rice - many times 
since they regard the Checkpoint as a favourite. Despite the diversity of music, 

C. C. has a strong local following who are present at every event, creating a 
friendly, pumping atmosphere - you certainly wouldn't think it was Thursday 
night! 

Many believe the key to C.C.'s success is their resident D.J.'s - Richard Ford, 
Pierre and Stripe. Early comers are treated to Stripe's own blend of trip-hop, then 
Pierre gets the place moving with quality house until not long after 10, when 
Richard Ford starts his set. In a word, Richard Ford's sets are massive and guest 

D. J.'s know that they have to pull out all the stops not to be totally outclassed and 
this could well be the reason that the guests, even by their own standards often 
play out of their skins.

Garage DJ Profile — Revieiv: Ade Le Barron 


On a cold winters night we ventured into the West End, London & met the 2 Lady DJ's Danielle & 

Rochelle at a place called La Pattiserie ( The Cake Shop for those who don't know). We sat down 
& ordered a feast of cream cakes & doughnuts followed by 3 x coffees - we ate the lot (how 
interesting???) We then sparked up a cigarette (as you dol!) & an Asian Italian (confused - so 
were we!) threw us out & told us there was no smoking in his cafe! So we had to sit outside & do the interview in the 
freezing cold! (Ahhhh! You poor cherubs - Auntie Trisha!) 
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Why did you use your real names for DJ names instead of using made up names? 

Basically, because we are 2 girls & our names are French - there are not many people called Danielle & Rochelle. 

What made you want to become DJs? 

Danielle used to collect rare groove records, our brother started DJ-ing & set up a sound system which done really we!! 
with Darren Pearce & all the Middlesex Boys. I then fell in love with the music which at the time was Raregroove, Soul & 
Funk & listened to Pirate Radio DJs like Elaine & Camilla. Then the Acid Music came in & I started to play Acid Music. 
As a double act we have been DJ*ing for 7 years. Danielle has been DJ-ing for 10 years. 

Who inspired your career? 

It was an artist at the time when we was playing out together called Todd Terry. He still inspires us now! We also used 
to go to a club called Carwash and our favourite DJ there was Bryan Gee who played Garage music then - he is now 
laying Drum & Bass. 

at was your biggest break together? 

It was at Centreforce FM for Andy & John - massive respect to you guys! 

Do you have favourite promoters to work for? 

Our personal favourites are Bernie & Steve at Club UK; Phil Salon at Bagleys; Martin & The Eastbourne crew; Andy 
(Bunny) & Jay from Norwich. 

What styles of music did you play before being well known for playing Garage? 

We started off by playing House & then we somehow drifted into playing Hardcore as well as House music - it was 
only up until 2 years ago we realised we wanted to go one particular way & our hearts were into Garage - that is 
what we've stuck with & we have turned down lot's of bookings for Hardcore events because we want to play solely 
Garage music. 

Have you made any records? 

No, but we are working on a few things & on the production side of things we have a few things planned for the future. 
What we need is an engineer who isn't a smoke head - are there any out there? 

Have you ever played abroad? 

Yes - Majorca, Ibiza & most of Spain. We have got some work coming up in '95 for Italy & Japan. 

What's the most funniest thing about being a DJ? 

The funniest thing is when your concentrating & your in the mix & people come up to you with their eyes bulging out of 
there heads. Pulling all these mad faces & they say "Respect, Respect" - we just say "Safe Mate". (We all laugh!) 

Whats been your most embarrassing moment? 

We was playing out recently & when Danielle was in the mix I decided to annoy her by messing about with the graphic 
equalizer - I accidentally hit the off button on the mixer & all the music cut out. Everyone was looking at the stage 
shouting out "put the music back on!" So we hit the mixer & made it look like the mixer had packed up! 

Is it hard or easy being female DJs looking for work? 

We personally think it's harder, people tend to book us as a novelty rather than for our talent. If you pick up a flyer you 
will see 5 male DJs & sometimes 1 female DJ. 

Where do you go for your records? 

We used to ao to Catch A Groove, but now it's shut, Dave & Timmy at "Time Is Right" sort us out & the rest we get 
direct from the record companies. 

What was your previous occupations before becoming DJs? 

We used to run a restaurant for our parents before becoming DJs! We would also like to add we are from West 
London! West London! 

Why do you think you've been successful in your DJ career? 

We think that attitude is very important - you shouldn't think that your god just because your a DJ. Also the way in 
how you approach promoters, if you approach them professionally you have a much better chance of getting a 
booking. 

What are your plans for the future? 

The direction we are heading is definitely Underground in 1 995 we are going to try to make a bigger name for 
ourselves. We are also going to make some music with a vocalist Omana Jai. 

Finally who would you like to give a shout too? 

Dennis Valentine, Dave at Ipswich, Bernie & Steve in London, James Antony, DJ Aphrodite, Nico - Danielles little boy & 
her boyfriend Damon, Andy (Bunny) Norwich; Andy (Newmarket), DJ Tasna & everyone who know's us.

After climbing the stairs I 
finally reached the balcony, as I walked out the atmosphere was electric, there was a buzz, everyone was 
dancing whether it was on the tables, the stairs, on the seats or anywhere they could find, it just didn't mat¬ 
ter to them as long as they could dance they were happy! 

Looking down from the balcony I couldn't see anyone sitting down at all, everyone was making full use of 
their "Freedom 2 Dance". 

I don't know how they did it but the "Freedom 2 Dance" promoters seemed to have bottled some of the old 
atmosphere and handed it to the crowd - "Back to '89" - it was more like "Being in 89!" I was glad to see 
that some of the crowd were obviously too young to have been there back in '89, but that special vibe had 
taken them back in time with the rest of us. 

The DJ's continued to play memory after memory, the whole place was jumping to Trevor Fung, Colin 
Favor, Rob Blake, "Evil" Eddie Richards, Brenda Russell, & Phantasy. My personal favourite was with no 
doubt Trevor Fung, closely followed by all the others, and judging by the crowd I wasn't alone. 

A massive thank you to Rob, Danny and the rest of "Freedom To Dance" who all worked hard to bring us 
the best night I have had since - well since '89! 

A big hello to the stage dancers. Thanks for the dance, see you soon.

When was Wax City Records first opened? 

We opened up 3 years ago as a general record shop who caters for all types of dance music. 

When you get a popular tune in how many do you usually sell? 

Depending on how big the tune is between two to two hundred & fifty copies. 

What are your current views on the Hardcore scene? 

We think the Hardcore is taking over, the Jungle seems to be fading away & in our opinion 1995 wi II be a 
very good year for Hardcore!

We told her we was from a radio 
station & were doing an interview about rave music - she believed us & we got her at it for about ten minutes, 
we even told her what time it was on the radio, if your reading this Anita Stewart from Purley - we were only 
winding you up! 

What's your plans for the future? 

To keep doing well, giving our customers the best service & keeping up the good name of the shop - as a good 
dance music outlet. 

And finally your shouts?

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DJ Vibes — The Happy Chappy 

Re view: Royston 

When your hungry & your driving round the north circular you know you've got to meet a top 
DJ for an interview, where is there a better place than a Burger King to conduct the interview! 
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What's your real name & age? 

My real names Shane & I'm 23 years old. 

What made you want to become a DJ? 

When I was 17 I was involved with Elite FM, my uncle sorted out all the equipment & when we was on the air our 
mobile phone got bombarded with calls. We were a well established pirate radio in Essex at this time! There was five 
of us in total & we all had one thing in common - we didn't have any money! It was quite funny as we used to all go to 
the record shop to buy records for all five of us to use & nearly everything we bought was out of the bargain bucket! 
After 4 months the station started doing really well, & then the D.T.I. busted us, which led to all our equipment being 
confiscated & me getting a fine for £1200. To raise the money to pay for the fine I contacted all the clubs who were 
advertising with us & offered them free radio adverts for DJ bookings as I wanted to become a DJ & I obviously earnt 
more money DJ-ing than I did off of the adverts. As I got to know more & more promoters the DJ work I was getting 
increased every week, at this time I was playing commercial house music which later on progressed into Hardcore. It 
took 6 months to a year of sending out demo tapes & pestering people before I got any bookings! 

Where was your 1 st proper play? ' 

It was for Rush in Abbott Street, Dalston, E8. 

Whaf s been the biggest event you have played on? 

I have played at Dreamscape, Elevation & Helter Skelter, these are all the same sized events! 

Is it true what they say about the Essex girls? 

"Fucking is it!' (We all laugh!) Basically the Southend girls are the worst - they gave Essex girls the bad name! DJ Vibes 
Southend pulling tip for the boys) - go to Southend between May & August any amusement arcade will do or if you 
don't like amusement arcades go to Tots Nightclub! 

Have you played on any radio stations? 

I've played on Kool FM, but I had to stop as I was missing the odd show here & there when I had a booking & I don t 
like etting people down! I have also played on Syndicate FM. 

What style of music do you play? 

I have stuck to my guns for 2 years by playing Happy Hardcore. In 1 994 I introduced a bit of Jungle in my set. I 
realised this wasn't for me, so I stopped playing it! 

What music have you made? 

My first tune was "Musics So Wonderful". I made this as a fashion move, everyone was DJ-ing & making tunes. A good 
friend of mine Grant, known as The Wishdokta had all the equipment for making music & he is an expert engineer, I 
had about a grand in the bank so I invested it in putting out a tune. We sold 9,000 copies over 4 months which was 
amazing for our first tune! We have also put out Anita Baker "Sweet Love" Remix, sing it loud & all the asylum s & 
raver's choice E.P.S. 

Do you do any live PA's? 

Yes , we do - but I must stress our PA's are totally different to any other PA's. The reason I say this is I am the raver 
who made it to the stage - I know what it's like to be down in the crowd! The other week we done a P.A. I bought a 
jacket & gave it away to a raver who was dancing in the crowd, we gave away 40 records & a box of bottled water 
we like to give rather than take, take, take. 

Do you like an MC over your set? 

Yes! I think they are 100% necessary when they know when to shut up! It's no good practising saying something all day 
& say it all night - you have to MC for the moment - Rapping & Ragga lyrics are no good over my set - talking to the 
crowd & hyping them up is the best, MC's I rate are MC NatZ (North), MC Juiceman (Midlands) & MC Free & Easy 
(South). 

What football team do you support? 

Up the Hammers! Oi! Oi! I am a very keen supporter of West Ham - I go & see them every Saturday, 

Where does the name 'Vibes' come from? 

I've got a massive collection of Soul & Rare Groove, my favourite tune was Roy Ayres "Running Away". He used to 
play the xylophone & in the day a slang term for the xylophone was "The Vibes". It sort of grew on me & I picked Vibes 
as a DJ name! 

What's your opinion of the scene? 

I'm upset that it's split into Happy Hardcore & Jungle, I preferred it when it was Rave music - people that go to 
Hardcore events or Jungle events have started to dress differently & have different outlooks and attitudes - which I think 
is bad for the scene! 

When you first started what DJ's inspired you? 

Fantasy FM really got me excited about DJ-ing - DJ Mad Axe was the Fantasy DJ for me, other than that Ellis D & 

"Evil" Eddie Richards were a great infl uence. 

What DJ's do you rate? 

I think a lot of them are slipping! DJ's like Hype, Seduction & Slipmatt seem to be the only 3 that are kicking arse at 
the moment - all the other seem to be just sitting back. 
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Some Where do you buy your tunes from? 

1 ' I get 80% through the post. The rest I get from Mo's Music or from Brickhouse Records in Grays, Essex. 

Scene Hove you got any advice for up & coming DJ's? 

1 •> Unless you are going to give it 100% - don't bother! You have to go to events — meet promoters, make sure they know 

your name, phone number & style of music you play & don't give up! 

Scene Have you got any favourite promoters to play for? 

* ibt's All of them really, they have all helped me out & I enjoy playing for all of them! 

Scene What's been your funniest moment as a DJ/ 

1 fbes I was walking around a club once & a guy asked me if I wanted any pills — I told him I wasn't interested & he looked 

me in the eye & asked me if I was dealing? I asked him what's it got to do with you? He walked off & came back with 

some big bloke & they started on me - when I told them I was DJ Vibes they become all apologetic & walked off 
looking rather embarrassed! I mean come on - do I look like a drug dealer? (Do you think DJ Vibes looks like a drug 
dealer? If you think he does tell us why - answers on a postcard to the usual address!) - Editor.
